A  new  program  of  tours,  lectures,  receptions,  and 
other  public  services  designed  especially  for  senior 
citizens  has  been  organized  by  the  Education  Department 
at  the  Utah  Museum  of  Fine  Arts.  These  programs  are: 

Museum  Tours 

Informal  introductions  to  the  temporary  exhibits 
and  the  permanent  collections  which  explain  the  art  of 
many  eras  and  cultures  are  available  to  organizations  free 
of  charge.  These  tours  are  not  rigidly  structured  but  may 
be  developed  around  areas  of  special  interest  suited  to 
each  groups'  needs. 

Slide  Lectures/Discussions 

Lectures  and  talks  by  Museum  staff  members  may 
be  scheduled  at  individual  nursing  homes,  senior  citizen 
centers,  and  apartment  complexes.  These  talks  are  sup¬ 
ported  by  slides  of  the  Museum's  general  collection  and 
allow  for  question  and  answer  sessions. 

Activities  of  Special  Interest 

In  addition  to  these  programs,  the  Museum  also 
sponsors  other  activities  of  special  interest  to  senior 
citizens:  Improvisational  Movement  Workshops,  Dance 
Events,  Poetry  Readings,  Poetry  Workshops,  Film  Show¬ 
ings,  and  Music  Concerts  held  regularly  throughout  the 
year.  Persons  or  groups  wishing  to  attend  may  make 
special  arrangements  through  the  Education  Office. 


Hours.  Guided  tours  and  lectures  through  the 
Museum  may  be  scheduled  between  10:00  a.m.  and  4:00 
p.m.  on  weekdays.  Tours  are  also  available  during  Sep¬ 
tember  through  May  on  the  second  Monday  evening 
of  each  month  from  7:00-9:00  p.m. 

Transportation:  Free  bus  service  is  provided  to 
senior  citizen  homes,  recreation  centers,  and  apartment 
complexes.  Persons  requesting  this  service  should  con¬ 
tact  the  Education  Office. 

Facilities:  Elevator  service,  ramped  entrances,  and 
chairs  are  available  for  use  in  the  Museum. 

Cost.  All  services  are  free  of  charge.

Parking.  The  Utah  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  is  located 
on  the  University  of  Utah  campus  in  the  Art  and  Archi¬ 
tecture  complex,  directly  south  of  the  Marriott  Library. 
Museum  visitors  will  find  metered  parking  directly 
behind  the  Museum  in  a  parking  lot  entered  from  Fourth 
South  (South  Campus  Drive),  marked  "Museum  of  Fine 
Arts."  Metered  parking  (2-hour  time  limit)  is  found  at 
the  east  end  of  the  lot.  Visitors  will  find  that  parking 
problems  are  minimal  after  2:00  p.m. 

Bus  Service.  The  Museum  is  served  by  the  following 
Utah  Transit  Authority  buses:  #4  Fort  Douglas,  #28 
Oak  Hills,  #29  Wasatch  Blvd.,  #50  University  of  Utah 
and  South  to  21st  South,  #51  University  of  Utah  and 
South  to  17th  South,  #52  Cottonwood  Mall,  #53 Uni¬ 
versity  of  Utah  South  to  K-Mart.  Senior  citizens  ride 
the  bus  free  from  9  to  4  p.m.,  and  all  day  on  Saturday 
and  Sunday.  Regular  bus  fares  are  15c,  with  a  5c  discount 
for  students.  For  schedule  information,  call  531-8600. 

Hours.  The  Museum's  hours  are:  Monday  through 
Friday,  10  a.m.  to  5  p.m.;  and  Saturday  through  Sunday, 
2:00  to  5:00  p.m.  Also,  please  note  that  the  Museum  is 
now  open  in  the  evening,  the  second  Monday  of  the 
month,  7:00  to  9:00  p.m.,  September  through  May.
